The decision of the Missouri State Su- 
» preme Court denying Negroes the right to 
enter the State University was an open 
flaunting of the federal constitution. 

It made a mockery of the 13, 14 and 15 
Amendments and the Bill of Rights—and 
showed, once more, that jim-crowism and 
discrimination is by no means confined to 
the deep South. 


The case arose on the application of 
Lloyd Gaines, a young Negro student, who 
had applied for admission to the law school 
of the University of Missouri. The court 
obviously relied on the vicious subterfuge 
that the state maintains Lincoln University. 
n separate jim-crow college, which has no 
aq law school and, like other state-maintained 
_.  jim-crow institutions, is an excuse for de- 
priving the Negro people of their constitu- 
tional rights.

The issue arose when President de Va- 
lera approved “an estimate bill” for the ap- 
pointment of an envoy of Ireland to Rome, 
which carried with it diplomatic recognition 
of Mussolini’s barbarous conquest of Ethio- 
pia. Does this not play into the hands of 
the Tory enslavers of Ireland, who are even 
now writing love letters to Dictator Musso- 
lini, scourge of Ethiopian freedom? 


We believe the Irish people agree with 


William Norton, Labor member of the Irish 
Free State Parliament, when he assailed de 
Valera’s betrayal of Irish fighting tradition 
for national freedom. Mr. Norton declared: 

“We are now lining up with those other 

States— mainly South American — who 
have recognized this greatest piece of in- 
ternational violence and injustice com- 
mitted during the present century. It was 
not long ago that our President stood up 
at Geneva to condemn this outrageous vio- 
lence and asked this Dail to pass an act 
imposing sanctions on Italy.”

Around the tent is a wide 
passage-way. It is not particularly 
pleasant here during a snowstorm. 
The fine snow penetrates even the 
thickest clothing. Somewhat behind 
lies a snowdrift, and further off 
there is a level stretch of snow.
